El Himeimat is a 200-foot peak on 
the edge of the depression, 
| Romimel’s tanks are only some 
| 75 miles from Alexandria and 
about 120 miles from Cairo and 
180 miles from the Suez canal. 
Rommel’s new drive may well be 
a jab of the southern claw of the 
pincers which Hitler hopes to clamp

WI! ‘her that hold extends to the | 
majority of the people in the con- | 
quered countries we do not know.

If so, this is bad | 
for us. 

The Nazi propaganda about 
Dieppe “invasion” coming as the | 
result of “orders” from Moscow was 
not so clever if it is true that peo- 
ple have memories. Goebbels him- | 
self does not believe they have. | 
A couple of days before the raid, | 
his machine had hammered away 
all day on the theme that, to quote 
a typ'cc! broadcast from Berlin, 
“Churchill and Harriman went to 
Moscow to make it clear to Stalin 
that there would be no second; 
front.” 

Three days later this theme was 
forgotten. The new theme was 
this: Late in July Stalin served 
an eultimatum on Churchill, 
Churhill was forced to fly to 
Moscow. There Stalin insisted on 
a second front immediately. 
Churchill hurried back to Lon- 
don, gave directions for a large- 
scale invasion and “before the 
day was over, British forces had 
left for Dieppe.” 


Two days later, the Nazi line 
changed again. Lord Haw Haw told 
Britain and America that the 
Dieppe affair was the result of “ten 
months” of training and planning. 

A similar confusion crept into 
Berlin's attempt to set the British, 
Canadians and Americans agajnst! 
each other. For example, although 
only a handful of American troops 
participated in the engagement, 
Berlin, broadcasting to the United 
States, told tearfully of the “hun- 
dreds of dead, wounded and cap- 
tured American boys.” A couple of 
days later, Berlin had forgotten the | 
big American losses. Said one Bei- | 
lin broadcaster, Waterloo, Iowa's, 
| Fred Kaltenbach, to us: “One can 
only feel sorry for those poor Can 
adians. One wonders when the 
turn of the Yanks will come. Prob-

Then the selective service branch 
of the department of labor stands 
ready to help any worthy student 
who lacks funds but shows promise 
of becoming good in engineering 
or science to go through college and 
proceed to a degree. 

Some ftighteniaug up i the regu- 
lations governing exemption of 
students from compulsory military 
service is expected for the coming 
The same principle which 
applied Jast year, namely that phy- 
sically fit students within the ages 
for compulsory service will be al- 
lowed to continue their courses pro- 
viding they undergo military train- 
ing as members of the reserve 
army, will apply but under stricter 
enforcement. 


In general, the position is that 
students taking courses leading 
to a degree in arts, science, medi-" 
cine and dentistry, and commerce, 
will not be called up for military 
service even though over 20 and 
thus liable to cali. 

The exemption, however, is sub- 
ject to two conditions 

First, if physically fit a student 
must enlist in the Canadian offic-

| as illness, in which case he may be

Do We Lack Balance? 


What is wrong with the peoples of the 
democratic countries anyway? Are we too 
prone to grow over-confident when good 
news comes; too much inclined to wish in- 
stead of think; to grow unwarrantably 
optimistic every time we are told that pro- 
gress is being made in some direction in 
the war effort? 

Mr. Donald Nelson told the people of 
the United States the other day some- 
thing about the rate at which munitions- 
production has expanded during the last 
six months; and wound up by warning 
them very emphatically against “undue 
optimism”. 

This is the usual procedure, in all the 
democratic countries, Mr. Churchill never 
pats British producers on the back with- 
out also telling them the war isn’t won 
yet. Our own ministers never present a 
progress report without adding that the 
tempo must be speeded up. Premier Cur- 
tin never compliments the Australian mu- 
nitions-makers without cautioning them 
that the menace of invasion is as real as 
ever. 

Evidently the men in charge of our 
war jobs do not trust the people in these 
countries to preserve their sense of pro- 
portion, but make every encouraging an- 
nouncement the te» -for an exhortation 
on the danger of thinking that victory is 
just around the corner, And maybe they 
have us sized-up right. 


Every Person Has to Work 


It is now unlawful for any person in 
Canada who is capable of working to be 
idle. Industrially the circle has been 
completed, and we are back to the legal 
requirement which prevailed in the form- 
er great war, that everyone must contri- 
bute his share to the sum total of the na- 
tion’s effort. 

To be wealthy enough to live without 
working is no excuse. There is no age limit 
to the obligation. The maximum man- 
power and woman-power is heeded in 
action—such individual occupation as will 
count for the most. 

The new regulations suspend in effect 
one of most cherished liberties of 
people living in a democratic country. We 
may no longer quit our jobs, or change 
jobs, at will. Those who are not now em- 
ployed may seek employment only through 
the public employment agency. Employ- 
ers cannot “hire and fire’ at their own 
diseretion, nor with regard solely to their 
business interests. 

These compulsory orders were to be 
expected, They explain the broadcast state- 
ment which the Prime Minister made a few 
days ago on the subject of man-power use 
and control. They arm the selective service 
administrators with power to adjust the 
labor supply in accord with the needs of 
maintaining our fighting forces and the 
ecenomic strength of the Dominion, 

There should be no cavilling when the 
regulations are being applied. This will 
mean that some—perhaps many—must 
leave their chosen kinds of employment for 
the time. It may mean that many persons 
or families will have to leave their present 
places of residence, for work in distant 
parts of the country, These shifts cannot 
be avoided if Canada is to put its whole 
strength into the struggle to save itself and 
human freedom. 

We are all in the army now, whether the 
fighting branch or the producing branch, 
and all subject to orders.

Three Years Under Hitier 

Three years ago today Hitler hurled his 
panzer and motorized divisions across the 
border of Poland, to wage unwarned, un- 
provoked and unexplained war upon that 
neighbor state. 

Let it never be forgotten that when the 
bombs started falling on their and 
Nazi airmen began shooting down civilians 
in their streets and fields the Polish 
authorities had not yet been told what 
were the demands the Fuehrer was making 
upon them. 

The world knows something of the out- 
rages which have been inflicted on the 
Polish people in their three years of subjec- 
tion, but not a great deal. An official 
summary has been prepared by the Polish 
Government in exile, from which the fol- 
lowing figures are taken, 

During these 1,000 days, ignoring the 
battle casuaities in the period of fighting, 
the Nazi occupation forces have shot, 
hanged, or otherwise killed 400,000 Poles; 
have deliberately or as the result of their 
tyranny caused 500,000 more to starve to 
death; have transported 1,000,000 to Ger- 
many to do forced labor; have moved 
700,000 into the area known as the “gov- 
ernment géneral” which is directly under 
Berlin control, 

The property of these victims was, of 
course, confiscated. The food supplies of 
the country were carried off. Everything 
useful and movable has been stolen and 
taken to Germany. All that ingenuity could 
suggest has been done to destroy the 
Polish nation beyond all hope of restora- 
tion or even of racial identity. 

This is the kind of treatment which the 
people of Canada—and of every other 
country that is fighting the Axis—must 
expect should we for any reason fail to de- 
fend ourselves successfully. If in the be 
ginning the Fuehrer was animated by a

An impediment to sympathetic 
relations, doubtless, has been Brit- 
ish representation in Washington. 

. In point of fact, the calibre of 
representation of late months at 
the British Embassy and in the 
British missions has improved, The 


trouble is that, in the field, the 


British have too often been content | 


with what Carlyle called “wooden 
poles” as leaders, 

Yet the tank situation should 
modify even the criticism of Brit- 
ish leadership. The British sent 
their own tanks—better tanks than 
ours—to Russia. They had _ to 
accept General Grants because 
they were then getting aid under 
lease-lend. In other words, they 
were in the beggar’s seat.

The best way to approach the | 
problem is to realize that it is 
necessary to build up the health of | 
the whole body—you cannot divide | 
up the body into aree and say with H 
certainty that this area is disturb- 
ed while all the rest is in good 
health. When the general health 
is good, the entire body is bound to 
benefit from that; while when one 
part is functioning poorly, you may 
rest assured that the rest of the 
body will suffer, For example, 
when some of the pelvic disorders 
of women have developed in a 
given case, many of the symptoms | 
will be symptoms such as headache, 

| 


tiredness, attacks of the “blues,” 
etc., which show that parts other 
than the pelvic area are affected. 

Measures which build up the gen- 
eral health will prove of benefit 
both in preventing and overcom- | 
ing the disorders of women. At- | 
tention must be given to such mat- 
ters as diet, exercise, proper rest, 
and the maintenance of the intes- | 
tinal elimination This explains 
why it is that those women who 
have trouble in some special way. 
are able to bring about a steady | 
improvement through adopting a | 
better diet and through securing | 
more exercise. The foundation of | 
health must depend upon those 
simple measures whieh help the 
body to keep well, and this founda- 
tion applies to women equally as 
well as to men. If vou have been 
distressed by the development of 
one of the common women’s dis- | 
orders, first of all. give your attten- | 
exercise, sleep, and in- | 
cleanliness. While doing | 
this, you can at the same time, 
adopt ary local treatment which 
may be necessary to fit your indi- 
vidual case

are local symptoms which are read 
ily attributed to the special organs 
The general symptoms 
| include Nervousness, irritability 
flect the state of his nutrition his 
mother begins to worry. The truth 
is that the baby’s diet on paper is 
as good as a diet can be. But be- 
tween intention and practice there 
is a wide oasis, and the baby not 
being able to grow fat and cheerful 
on intentions shows his dissatisfac- 
tion with them | 

Nothing can be right unless the 
mother carries through her pro- 
gram of feeding each and every 
day. When the baby won't eat she 
can't force it, but she herself must 
not be guilty of thinking he has a 
good diet,when all he has is a good 
program for a diet.

MAKE A STAND 


We blew up the mines and set out 
for Repulse Rey which was on the 
side of Hong Kong Island further- | 
est from the city. We had orders to 
make a stand there against the in- 
vaders. The place chosen for the 
stand was the Repulse Bay Hotel. It | 
had been chosen because there 
were few other places left. 


Repulse Bay had been a very | 
swank place before the Japanese | 
came, It was like Southampton, | 


Long Island or West Palm Beach. 
The Crown Colony society people | 
their summer swimming cah- 
ins there. Wooded hills sloped | 
down gently to a strip of white, 
sandy beach 

The Repulse Bay Hotel was a 
great, sprawling, huge, rectangular 
shaped building with wings to the 
east and west. It had a wide veran- 
dah facing the beach and to the | 
rear, green lawns anc flower gar- | 
dens sloped up to the hills, 

!n these hills, all around the 
hotel, were Japanese snipers. We 
knew what these snipers were 
like, They had been trained for 
jungle fighting. They wore ex- 
cellent camouflage. They were 
sharpshooters, Each of them car- 
ried concentrated food pellets, 
medicine to protect themselves 
against disease, Each sniper was 
a self-supporting unit. He could 
sustain himself for days. It was 
his job to work his way in behind 
the lines and do whatever dam- 
age possible, 

When we reached the hotel we 
found two groups. There was a gar- 
rison of about 250 volunteer and 
military men under a major and 
about 200 women and children and 
a few civilian men. It was the job 
of the soldiers to keep the road 
which led from Stanley Peninsula 
to Aberdeen Bay clear of the Jap- 
anese, We had strong garrisons at 
both these places and the road had 
te be kept open. 


GOOD TO SEE THEM 


My wife and two boys were in the 
civilian group. They had come 
down from our villa in the hills 
when the Japanese began swarming 
over the island. It was good to see 
them again. The boys were racing 
around the hotel. They didn’t seem | 
to mind the fact that the Japanese | 
were outside the hotel. The gunfire | 
only exhilarated them. 

There were several infanis 
among the children and about forty 
between three and ten. The water 
supply had been cut off by shell-

fire, Sanitary conditions were 
gradually becoming worse. There 
Was not enough food for the in 
fants. | don’t know which was the 
harder to endure. The crying ot 
these hungry infants or the agon 
ized groans of the wounded men 
who had been brought into the 
hotel. The men lay on improvised

“Get in the Scrap” but that ad- 
monition is not required by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway which 
annually collects approximately 
75,000 tons of scrap metal at its 
three large shops: Angus shops, 
Montreal; Weston shops, Winni- 
peg and Ogden shops, Calgary. 
The company has always pursued | 
this policy in peace time, as in | 
war, and hence is wel! equipped 
to handle this commodity that is 
so essential now. 

H. B. Bowen, chief of motive 
power and rolling stock, Canadian |

Reds ‘Blitzgrinding’ Technique 
Takes Edge off German Attacks 


Another week has passed, with 
the Germans still battling against 
the, defenses of Stalingrad, still jab- | 
bing toward Novorossisk and the 
Black Sea coast, still edging toward 
Grozny . in other words, still} 
fighting desperately, with none of | 
their objectives attained. 

In the meantime, much of the 
structure of defence and protec- 
tion which they painfully put to- 
gether in the northern part of the 
front in order to shield their 
flank is coming unstuck. 

Advancing Russian troops have 

cut the Rzhev-Vyasma railway line, 
| which will make it more difficult 
to bring reinforcements to the 
German garrison still clinging to 
the northeasterly bastion of the 
Smolensk salient; and the not-too- 
reliable Swedish press reports that 
the Russians have launched new at- 
tacks designed to pry the Germans 
|loose from Schlusselburg, the an- 
| chor point for the German flank on 
Lake Ladoga. In this case, the 
Swedish press is probably right, be- 
|cause the Germans have been ad- 
mitting strong Russian attacks in 
the Volkov area further to the 
south. 

It is now conceded that Russian 
| operations west of Moscow are on 
|a large enough scale and have de- 
veloped far enough to affect the 
strategic pattern of the German 
|campaign on the Eastern Front. 
General Sukolovsky is quoted as re- 
marking that the principal function 
of the Red Army is “blitzgrinding.” 
As we have remarked before, the 
| Russians are nothing like as mobile 
as their enernies, but they are su- 
perior in manpower and _ possess 
vast quantities of artillery. 


GAIN GROUND, 
NOT VICTORIES 

These factors, together with the 
{unlimited spaces of Russia, are 
}compounded into an antidote for 
rupture tactics, in which the Ger-

| That is why the Germans gain so! 
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much ground without winning vic- 
tories. It is also why the German 
army is so anxious to establisn 
stable and protected lines. The Nazi 
High Command knows that the 
Russians do not excel in swift and 
shattering attacks and are not able, 
having driven a breach, to pour 
through it and fan out as the Ger- 
mans do. They believe, therefore, 
that a stable line can be held by 
light forces and that they can gain 
the time they need so much to 
sharpen up the cutting edges of 
their badly blunted tools. 


General Sokolovsky hit upon a 
happy phrase. The Russian army 
is doing a first-class job of blitz- 
grinding. By the time the Ger- 
mans have driven well into tne 
defenses of Stalingrad, most of 
the edge will be off their tools, 
and they will be in bad shape to 
storm the Caucasus Mountain 
Passes. 

Moreover, the enemy will soon be 
needing his assault equipment 
further north to drive the Russians 
back and repair the breaches they 
have made in the winter line before 
the snow begins to fall. 

As the nights grow longer and 
the Germans start busying them- 
selves with preparations for the 
winter campaign in Russia, 
range of the Royal Air Force in- 
creases, Already the Bomber Com- 
mand is reaching out far to the east 


to attack the more weakly de- 
fended territories beyond the 
Rhine, 


A force comprising at least six 
hundred planes attacked Kassel, 
where the largest locomotive works 
in Europe are situated, Far weeks 
now, ships and trains have been 
primary targets for Allied air at- 
tack.

night. British aircraft ranged much 
further east to attack the Polish 
port of Gdynia, where the Germans 
are operating shipyards for the con- 
struction of submarines. 


Altogether too little attention is 
paid to the heavygair attacks being 
made on Germany. A very large 
number of massive attacks have 
been carried out on vital military 
targets in enemy territory. These 
attacks are recorded, and pass from 
the public memory, because no im- 
mediate military results seem to 
follow them. Nevertheless, the re- 
duction in ship sinkings and the de- 
cline of German air power are due 
in no small degree to the persist- 
ent and damaging air attacks car- 
ried out over Germany in the past 
year. 


The military results may appear 
| very shortly. If the Russian coun- 
ter-offensive from Leningrad to 
Voronezh forces the Germans to 
re-open large scale operations over 
a wide front, while the Anglo- 
American allies, through repeated 
raids, offer an ever-increasing 
threat of invasion from the West, 
the damaged and weakened Ger- 
man transportation system will not 
be able to serve large armies on 
| such widely sundered fronts and 
| still keep moving supplies into 
Southern Europe for trans-ship- 
ment to Rommel in North Africa, 


| FLEET RANGE RESTRICTED 
The Eastern Mediterranean Is 

still the theatre of war which oc- 

casions the most anxiety. Admiral 


Harwood's recent statement eme- 
phasizes the difficulties under 
which the British Eastern Medi- 


terrunean fleet is operating. Allied 
fighter bases have been pushed 
back close to Alexandria by the 
enemy advance to El Rlamein, and 
this automatically restricts the 
| range of operations possible for 
the British Eastern Mediterranean 
| fleet. 


The task of blockading the enemy 
jand preventing reinforcements 
reaching him must be shouldered 
by aircraft and submarines, without 
| much benefit of support from sur- 
face warships. 

This is one reason why it has 
been so necessary to drive convoys 
through to Malta at great risk and 
with high loss. So long as the 
Eastern Mediterranean fleet, pro- 
tected by land-based fighters, could 
range almost to Malta itself, the 
blockade could be made about 60 
per cent. effective. This iss no 
longer the case. And while Allied 
air power has been increased, a 
great deal of material is getting 
through to Rommel by means of 
small ships and air transports run- 
ning across the waist of the Medi- 
terranean under cover of darkness, 

In the Southwest Pacific, the 
battle for the Solomon Islands is 
by no means over. The Japanese 
battle fleet withdrew from the Tul- 
agi area, but it seems probable 
that the damaged vessels have been 
replaced from a squadron in re- 
serve and that the enemy is at- 
tempting to force an engagement in 
some area less accessible to Allied 
land-based aircraft. 


The landing of Japanese forces in 
Milne Bay looks like an attempt to 
creep around the coast of the Pap- 
uan Peninsula and flank the de- 
fenders of Port Moresby while they 
are held in engagement by other 
forces in the mountain range at 
Kokada. The superior quality of Al- 
lied aircraft is telling once more, 
and the Japanese in Milne Bay are 
having great difficulty in cousoii- 
dating their position and establish- 
ing a protected base, because of the 
destruction wrought by bombing at
